The Chi- 
nese on the walls are estimated to num- 
ber 20,000. They are pouring a hail of 
artillery, rifle and machine fire upon the 
attackers. Americans, Japanese, British 
and French, troops attacked from the 
west, the Russians from the cast.

himself so hard pressed he was unable, to 
ongcr carry the wounded with him, he 
asked them: 'Which do you prefer, to be 
eft to the mercies of the Chinese, or be 
shot by your own comrades!' As Sey- 
mour put the question, tears were run- 
ning down his cheeks. 'We pcfer death 
to torture. Shoot us now, that we may 
die like men,' was the piteous response of 
the helpless men. 


'A firing squad was told-off, and while 


tho little allied force stopped and beat off 
with gunfire the Chinese horde surround 
ing it, inside of its lines an act of mercy 
was performed as. the firing squad car- 
ried out its orders."

METALS USED. 


"Platinum is a metal which gives the 


required weight, and is extensively used 
in gold counterfeiting.. Clear-cut coins 
are made from this metal, which are 
heavily, gold plated. They, arc compar- 
atively easy passed, especially when first 
put into circulation. Alter a time the 
plating wears off about the edges, and 
its spurious base is revealed. In order- 
to give, weight counterfeiters often in- 
crease the diameter of .the coins slightly, 
but. sufficient to make nn appreciable 
difference. Lead, type metal, zinc, and 
antimony arc the

used for silver counterfeiting, and cop- 
per, brass, silver and platinum, for gold 
imitations. Counterfeits of lead and 
type metal arc easily detected, and are 
passed on ignorant persons or foreign- 
ers. 


Antimony and lead arc the compon- 


ent parts of the most dangerous, counter- 
feits of silver coins, the antimony fur- 
mishing tho bulk of" the 
coin.

"In some of these filled coins the ex- 


terior walls of gold are as thin as or- 
dinary writing paper.

FOOD THAT ABSORBS ODORS. 


Flour should not be kept in a store 


room or pantry where there is cooked 
foods, as it absorbs odors. Ignorance of 
this fact accounts for poor bread oftcncr 
than an inferior quality of flour. Arti- 
cles of food that arc jnade of gelatine 
or of milk should always be kept cov- 
ered, as both milk and gelatine arc little 
scavengers of tho air and absorb not 
only odors, hut germs. Neither cheese, 
cabbags, fish nor baked beans should 
ever be put into the refrigerator. They 
all leave an otlor of which it is difficult 
to rid the refrigerator, and they also 
flavor the food. 


FACTS WORTH KNOWING. 


Ammonia will often restore colors that 


have been removed by acid. 


Marks that have been made on paint 


with matches can be removed by rub- 
bing first with a slice of lemon, then 
with whiting, and washing .with soap 
and water. 


Table salt and a wet cloth will re- 


'move egg stains on silver. 


A soft cloth .dipped in alcohol will 


clean piano keys. 


Flour, milk, butter and gelatines, be- 


ing absorbants, should never be stored 
near articles of food having strong od- 
ors. For this reason baked beans, cab- 
bage, onions and cheese should be al- 
lowed quarters by themselves. 


Chloroform rubbed on a mosquito bite 


will cause the pain and itching to disap- 
pear like magic, while the swelling will 
lapidly decrease. 


A sprinkling of coarse salt on the-side 


walks and driveways will destroy graso 
and weeds. 


Brass utensils can be kept bright by 


occasional rubbings with salt and vine- 
gar.

Take the double boiler off thc Are 
and mis with thc custard a little salt 
Put thc peaches into a glass dish and 
when thc custard has partly cooled, 
pour it over. This dessert can also be 
made with fresh peaches when thc fruit 
is in season. 


. A LUNCHEON DISH. 


Steamed bread with cheese is a dish 


to bo recommended. Strange to relate 
this recipe is almost 
unknown. It 


should therefore be cut out and preserv- 
ed carefully for future 
reference. 
In 


many of the old villages of New York 
State it is to be found in Its full perfec- 
tion, much thought of by tho house- 
wives. 


Pieces of bread should be cut as if for 


the table, thinly buttered and placed in 
a frying pan. 
Sprinkle salt over them 


in a small .quantity, and then add ..a 
thick layer of grated cheese. Then an- 
other layer of bread and salted cheese, 
and wiicn the pan is' full, pour over a 
cup of good rich milk.

crop In this country, especially In th 
northern tier of states. The Wlscon 
sin station has found drilling the seei 
In rows 30 Inches apart the most sat 
Isfactory mode of'seeding. When dril 
ed In rows, the crop can be cultivated, 
and the moisture conserved In this way 
cuabloR It to withstand dry weather. 
Besides, when drilled the plants grow 
taller and make better forage than 
when broadcasted.

advantages. Two pounds of seed per 
acre are recommended for sowing in
